Colonel Cockerill, the Mew Yor Hevald's 
representative, apprarstohave bad m very {nter~ 
esting chat with the Japanese Premler. . The

was not at all surprised that tho world at large 
thought !t wcold be impossible for Japan to 
conquer her.

Buddhist religion, . He supposed that abstinence 
Meant refraining from taklog antmal life, Hence 
\here grew up the practice of cating noanimal food 
for a prraon's whole Hfe, or for a certaln number 
of years, or months or days according to clecam- 
atances or option, But now every year, during 
the 6th month, nearly all. the common people 
whether men or women refrain for a certata 
dime from eating flesh. The fast is called by 
different names, all cvar ths Emplre, and {ts 
methdd of observance-also. differs, The fast of 
Kuanyln (Gaddess of Mercy) lasts from the first 
to the nineteenth of the 6th moon. -The fast of 
the God of Thunder commences'on the first and 
continues till the tweaty-fifth of the 6th moon, 
| About jo per centof those who keepa season 
of farting observe that of Kuany!n, dearly all of 
them deing wamen, From 40to 50 percent, keep 
that of the God of Thander. The g‘h {nstant 
waa the last day of the fast af Kuanyin, and the 
temples both in the native clty of Shanghal and 
suburbs presented a very Hvely aspect, The 
members of each soclety pay soo cash, and are 
provided with a vegetarlin dinner fo the temple 
which forms its headquarters, In addition to 
these there are the fasts of the “three officials” 
acd of the “nine emperors,” with fanumerable 
others observed in different parts ofthe Empire, 
Many of these fasts are only confined to one 
locality, where the obervants are waited {nto an, 
organisation or society, These societies have 
roles of thelr own, tezalar days for worship and 
hbarning incense, elther in the temples or in 
the members’ homes, and other ceremonies 
or p'ans for securing prosperity and happiness. 
In miny of them ‘wine and tobacco are pro- 


| hibited. -. Generally speaking they are perfectly 


harmless both fo their sim and object. No 
doubt there {s often the temptation to combine 
against the oppression which they have to, 
submit to from the ab!quitous corrupt officialdom, 
but a wholesome fear of consequences and of 
giving the least cause for offence deters them 
from using the {riflusnce they might otherelse 
exert for the public good, Being. casentlally of 
a Baddhist character and orlgin, these societies 
aré opposed by the Ilterary or official classes, who 
nat only discauntenance them but endeavour to 
restrain them in every way possible, as dangerous 
to the government, ' Under feelings of jealousy 
or fear that It may be difficult to keep them in 
utter subjugation of the lowest possible kind, the 
roost absurd charges of sedition are continually 
being trumped up against them.
